rats have died in a nation-wide war- 
faro against them, 
and 
thousands 


more of them are doomed to die, as 
the warfare spreads from city to city. 
It is.vestimated that between 30 and 
•10 American towns and cities have 
conducted campaigns against the rats 
or are now conducting them. At this 
time the Baltimore city government 
Is slaughtering rats wholesale to the 
accompaniment of much popular ap- 
plause and newspaper publicity. 
The la-test stunt in Baltimore has 


been the showing- of a moving picture 
film, first used in Richmond, 
Va., 


which is a sensational 
exposure of 


-the 
private "life of the rat—his out- 
-rageous fecundity, his disregard ot 
sanitation, his greed, his cost to man. 
Rats eat two''hundred million dol- 
lars worth of food every year in the 
United States. 
It takes the labor of 


two hundred thousand men to keep 
our. 
rat population alive. 
And the 
rats repay our generosity by carrying 
bubonic plague and many other dis- 
eases about with them. 
Tints Kurd to Exterminate. 


The extermination of the rat is one 


of the most important problems (.lie 
country faces, and the rat is the 
hardest animal on earth to exter- 
minate. 
He is hardy, -shrewd, _ and 


ab'bv-e'apC proljflij'.'j'--"Bats"breed "six or 
eight times a year, and be'gin their 
conjugal 
life at the age of about 
three months. 
Bla'ht to ten youug 
rats are born in each litter. 
Some 
statistician at the biological survey 
has figured out that at this' rate one 
pair of rats in three years would 
have established a family containing 
369,709,'iS2 individuals. ,K you don't 
believe this, work out the arithmetic 
for yourself. 
The rat campaign was started by 


the-biological survey and is under the 
special generalship of Doctor Bell 
and Doctor Fisher of that, bureau. 
These are the men who cleaned all 
the prairie dogs out of several west- 
ern states, often leaving whole coun- 
ties literally without a prairie dog-. 
Dr. Bell says he "went out and lived 
with the prairie dog-s" until he had 
evolved a dead sure method of kill- 
ing them, and then he 
put

into operation on a large

Intended to launch its main assault 
on the rats until next year. 


Meantime, 
vai-ior.s 
commercial 


concerns and city governments seem 
•almost to have taken the rat-killing 
business out of the hands of the gov- 
ernment. - Not 
only have all 
the 


manufacturers of rat poison and rat 
traps in the United States euddenly 
taken a new lease on life, and on ad- 
vertising spaces, but in addition sev- 
eral concerns have been organize'd 
for the purpose of exploiting the new 
rat poison which has been made pop- 
ular by the government—varlum car- 
gonate. 
The biological survey now 
appears 
to 
be somewhat embar- 
rassed, therefore, by the fact that 
whenever it boosts barium carbonate 
it is boosting the business of sundry 
shrewd commercial operators. Never- 
theless the survey cannot well desei-e 
Its pet poison, nor give up its "well- 
laid plans for a grand rat war next 
year. Accordingly, it has adopted.the 
seemingly, successful policy of work- 
ing^ with the private operators, and 
exe'rcising a sort of informal govern- 
ment supervision qver them. 
.Real Kins is Salesman. 
The real king of these rat killers 


is a middle-aged traveling salesman 
who happened to pick up a copy of 
the government bulletin explaining 
how rats could be killed with barium 
carbonate, and who instantly saw the 
great commercial possibilities of that 
government endorsement. He forth- 
with went into 
the 
market 
and 


bought barium carbonate at a price 
of about .$60 a ton, and had it put up 
n two-ounce packages which were to 
be sold at 25 cents each. In this way, 
the ton of poison which cost him 560 
would retail 
at 
a gross price of 


54,000. 
Of course the cost of pack- 


ing- it and selling- it had. to come out 
of that, but it is easy to see that this 
rat killer was allowing

men see that their great duty to their 
city, their nation ai\d their God was 
to exterminate rats.- And he further 
made it clear that he was the boy 
who could kill rats.

In order to demonstrate this latter 


fact, he offered to clean the rats out 
of the municipal wharves-and mar- 
kets at no expense to the city, fur- 
nishing his own 
poison. 
No one 


could criticize a proposition like that. 
And he did the thing.

t o - b e the most effective one night, 
and the next morning he hired boys 
to gather up dead rats, and rats were 
brought forth by the barrelful. 
The

grateful.

cent. But all the time, salesmen were 
selling that barium carbonate all over 
the .city at 25 cenjs a box, so that 
tliis modern pied piper did not go 
without his reward.

have remarked that he would like to 
take a job in the cabinet, but that he 
couldn't afford to do so. 


This man is still operating, 
and 


with increasing success. Tho govern- 
ment officials view him with mingled 
alarm and delight. 
They dislike to 


see their methods thus capitalized 
and exploited. But they have to con- 
cede one thing 
in the 
rat 
kings 
favor—-he surely does kill rats. 


Because he kills rats and because 


he distributes this rat poison to many 
people who could not otherwise ob- 
tain it at any price, the government 
is not trying to interfere with his ef- 
forts, but Is offering him instead a 
certain amount of supervision and 
advice to which he seems amenable. 


This man has 
many 
imitators. 


Every once in a while one of his 
salesmen sets up in the rat^ killing 
business for himself. 
Hut it seoms 


to take highly specialized aptitudes 
to make a success of the business.
